Cab owners across 
the Ely area could 
have been forced to 
pay thousands of 
pounds to meet new 
rules being considered 
by East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council. 

As reported in the 
Weekly News, licensing 
officers wanted to make 
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every taxi in the district 
silver in colour. 

But almost a year after 
the plans were announced 
and following lengthy 
consultations, officers 
have announced they 
have scrapped the prop¬ 
osals “for now”. 

The decision was made 
on Monday. 

However, the authority 
is still investigating other 
issues such as changing 
signage and advertising on 


all cabs in the district. 

Philip Davis, who runs 
Anglia Taxis of Littleport, 
said: “This is really good 
news, not just for me, but 
for all cabbies in the area. 

“I only have one vehicle 
so if this single-colour rule 
was introduced I would 
have probably had to call 
it a day 

“It would have been too 
expensive for me to 
change my car just to 
make it silver. 

“This really is the best 
decision for all taxi 
businesses in the district."

Kennel owners’ anger 
at licence changes 


BOARDING kennel 
owners have des¬ 
cribed newly-intro¬ 
duced licensing 
laws as a “recipe 
for disaster". 

They are furious 
after discovering East 
Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council (ECDC) 
has approved new 
rules for home dog 
boarders. 

Previously, people 
who care for people’s 
dogs in their own 
homes were limited to 
dogs from just one 
family at a time. 

But under the new 
rules approved by the 
district council, home 
boarders will now be 
able to look after an 
unlimited number of 
dogs from different 
owners at any time. 

Boarding kennel 
owners across the 
district are furious at 
the move. 

Dean Faulkner, who 
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runs Silver Birch 
Kennels and Cattery in 
Littleport, said: “This 
is a recipe for disaster. 

“In recent years, we 
have seen more and 
more people advert¬ 
ising themselves as 
home boarders and 
dog owners need to be 
very wary before they 
use them. 

“Allowing different 
dogs from different 
families to board in 
one person’s home is 
really worrying. 

“What about insur¬ 
ance, vaccinations, 
exercising the dogs 
and dealing with the 
waste?” 

Paul Fegarty, owner 
of Cosy Kennels and 
Cattery in Stretham, 
said: “This is ridic¬ 
ulous. 

“It’s not fair that 
licensed kennels like 


ourselves have so 
many laws to abide by 
and yet home board¬ 
ers are pretty much 
being given a free 
reign. 

“There are so many 
concerning issues here 
by allowing different 
dogs from different 
families into the one 
home.” 

Bill Bridges, owner 
of Amberlea Country 
Kennels and Cattery in 
Sutton, is also furious 
and is now writing to 
the authority. 

Liz Bailey, the 
district council’s prin¬ 
cipal environmental 
health officer, said: 
“We have introduced 
changes following 
amendments which 
have been made to 
national guidance. 

“In our experience, 
home boarders tend 
to be small operators 
with very close contact 
with the dog owners.” 
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A STEREO, tools and jump leads were 
stolen when thieves smashed their way into 
a car. 

The vehicle was parked in Grange Lane, 
Littleport, when offenders broke in by 
smashing the rear windscreen.

While I understand the 
logic of being prepared to 
take advantage should 
funds become available 
some time in the future, I 
am less sure of the benefit 
of spending the large 
sums of money necessary 
to produce a detailed 
design now which will 
almost certainly need to 
be revised in years to 
come should funding 
become available. 

I agree that we need 
facilities for sport for all in 


our area but in the current 
climate, perhaps we need 
to make sure we are 
getting the best from all 
the facilities which 
currently exist on the 
Paradise site but also the 
excellent facilities at the 
schools in our area such as 


Ely and Witchford, both of 
which have excellent 
sports halls and pitches 
which should be made 
available for community 
use as much as possible. If 
there are issues with the 
management and 
operating costs of the 


swimming pool perhaps 
these should be addressed 
directly now if the longer 
term solution lies in the 
future at an indeterminate 
date.

Other animals 
spread TB 

Sir, In reply to your article in the 
Weekly News, October 7, “Paice 
stands by cull call”. 

Tuberculosis is one of the oldest 
diseases. It has been known since 
the 5th century that it is infectious 
and dangerous in food animals. 
Bovine tuberculosis is an infectious 
disease of cattle. 

It is caused by the bacterium 
mycobacterium bovis (M. bovis), 
which can also infect and cause TB 
in badgers, deer, goats, pigs, 
camelids (llamas and alpacas), dogs 
and cats, as well as other mammals. 
Mr Paice only mentions one species. 
What he didn’t say is that these 
other animals have been identified 
as having a high prevalence of TB: 
Alpaca - 56% positive; sheep - 44% 
positive; deer (farmed, wild and 
park) - 36% positive; dog - 27% 
positive; Cat - 25% positive; pig- 
19% positive. 

The last test of prevalence of TB in 
badgers = 6.9 - 34.2% . 

Why has Mr Paice disregarded the 
above animals but singles out the 
badger in spreading the infectious 
TB problem to cattle? 

Dogs and cats live in close 
association with cattle and sheep. 
They keely roam fields and 
farmyards. Wild deer also roam 
freely. Perhaps it might surprise 
some people but tuberculosis in 
horses does occur. 

All these animals are risk factors for 
spreading the disease. Bad 
husbandry and management is 
another factor of TB. 

Mr Paice also mentions that 25,000 
cattle were slaughtered due to the 
TB, but not as many as the 200,000 
odd cattle that are slaughtered each 
year because of farmyard diseases 
(mastitis) and( foot rot). 

Obviously controls and 
management are not stringent 
enough. 

The badger is a scapegoat for 
another species to spread TB and 
seems a bit biased to me.

TALKS are taking place to make 
the new “leisure Ullage” project 
in Ely a ‘key stop' for buses. 

Liberal Democrats said East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council (ECDC) 
bosses had rubber-stamped the multi¬ 
million pound project despite concerns 
about the lack of public transport to the 
proposed site on Downham Road. 

As revealed in the Weekly News last 
week, ECDC has approved die concept 
designs for the new “leisure village” and 
released pictures of the proposed new 
facility. 

The authority hopes to submit a 
formal planning application this winter 
ready for work to start next year. 

However, Lib Dem leader Cllr Ian 
Allen said the centre would have no 
designated bus service and that the 
Saturday park-and-ride would not stop 
there. 

But his claims were just “scare- 
mongering”, according to Cllr Fred 
Brown, ECDC leader. 

Cllr Allen said: “This is amazing. The 
Tories go out to public consultation on 
this project and then ignore the 
feedback they receive. The lack of a 
public transport link to this centre was 
by far the biggest criticism of the 
consultation, yet the Tories have chosen 
to disregard it. 

“Without good public transport links,

this centre will be inaccessible to most 
people without a car.” 

But Cllr Brown insisted he was 
speaking to bus operators about making 
the centre a “key stop”.

“In designs which were unanimously 
approved by all political parties last 
week, the architects have provided 
capacity for a park and ride as well as 
facilities for public bus services. 

“In response to the public con¬ 
sultation, the number of car parking 
spaces has increased, we agreed to put 
in more bike racks and we have looked 
again at coach parking bays. 

“We are also speaking to bus oper¬ 
ators and the county council about 
making the site a key stop on the local 
bus map.” 

Cllr Brown added: “If the leisure 
village was opening on Monday and 
there were no bus links in place then I 
would agree Cllr Allen would have a 
point and his attempt to scaremonger 
just to grab a headline would be 
justified.”

Volunteers set up 
first responders 


TWO villages are to boast 
their own life-saving first 
responder emergency 
medical teams. 

From Monday, Haddenham and 
Little Downham will have fully- 
trained Magpas community first 
responders to attend local 
emergency calls. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
Magpas and the East of England 
Ambulance Service announced in 
lanuary that it wanted to set up the 
life-saving groups in both villages. 

A campaign was launched to get 
local volunteers to come forward 
and after receiving enough interest, 
they have now been trained to give 
medical support to patients before 
paramedics arrive. 

Emma Greaves, local community 
first responder scheme co¬ 
ordinator, said: “I have been

overwhelmed by the support we 
have received from so many areas 
of the community. It truly has been 
a united effort.” 

Community first responder 
groups, which Magpas has set up all 
over Cambridgeshire, complement 
the ambulance service by getting to 
the scene of an emergency and 
giving medical support before para¬ 
medics arrive. 

With the medical skills they are 
trained to have, first responders can 
make the difference between life 
and death. 

To set up the group, Magpas 
needed to find five volunteers from 
each village and raise £5,000 for 
each - for training and equipment. 

Mrs Greaves said: “Community 


first responders all volunteer to do 
something extraordinary. 

“The idea behind it is quite a 
simple one - local people can get to 
local emergencies very quickly 
because they are just around the 
corner. Time is a very important 
factor and ambulances can’t be 
everywhere at once. 

“In Cambridgeshire, thanks to 
the Magpas community first 
responders working closely with the 
ambulance trust, the survival rate is 
between 21 and 23 per cent. That is 
an incredible statistic.” 

Over the years, our readers have 
also helped to set up teams in Ely 
and Littleport by raising thousands 
of pounds and volunteering their 
time.

Time to check chimneys 


MORE than 100 Cambridgeshire 
residents reported a fire last 
winter that could have been 
avoided if their chimneys had 
been properly swept. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service is now urging 
homeowners to act before the 
cold weather hits. 

The service attended 102 
chimney fires across the county 
between October 2009 and April 
2010. In fanuary alone, fire 
crews attended a total of 29 
chimney fires. 

Out of the 102 blazes, more 


than a dozen were in East 
Cambridgeshire. 

Andy Tucker, risk manager for 
the service, said: “A chimney fire 
can easily spread to the rest of 
the home, threatening the lives 
of those inside. I find it 
extremely sad that all these 
households went through the 
stress, expense and mess of hav¬ 
ing a house fire, when it could 
have been easily avoided.”

John Farmer, prosecuting, 
said: “This cannabis farm was 
the largest one ever discovered 
in the county and was con¬ 
structed to a very high level of 
sophistication.” 


Matthew Wood, 37, is charged 
with conspiracy to produce a 
class B drug and producing a 
class-B drug on August 25, 2010 
but denies both charges. 

Kevin Hart, 41, is also charged 
with conspiracy to produce a 
controlled class-B drug between 
February 1, 2009 and July 9, 
2010, which he too denies. 

Wood and Hart will stand trial 
at the Crown court on April 4. 

They were released on bail, 
with 9pm-6am curfews and 
requirements to report to 
police on a regular basis. 

Burton, Orchard, Craig Green 
and Kyle Green are being 
remanded in custody until the 
trial is concluded, after which 
they will be sentenced.

Chilly weather brings warning on mould problems 


RESIDENTS are being urged 
not to let their properties get 
damp this winter. 

The domestic team at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council is reminding people 
about the problems cond¬ 
ensation can cause in homes 
if left unchecked. 

The team carries out 
housing inspections within 


the district to ensure private 
rented properties are up to a 
good standard, taking en¬ 
forcement action if necessary, 
as a last resort for major 
repairs. 

Within their day-to-day 
inspections, officers regularly 
come across condensation 
problems that can be rect¬ 
ified. 


Liz Knox, the authority’s 
head of environmental ser¬ 
vices, said: “Try and stop 
moisture building up in the 
first place by airing your 
house and try to keep your 
house warm. 

“If you do get mould don't 
disturb it by brushing or 
vacuum cleaning it. 

“Mould is a living organism 


and should be killed through 
fungicidal wash. 

“You should use one that 
carries a Health and Safety 
Executive-approved number 
and ensure you follow the 
manufacturer’s instructions. 

“You should begin to notice 
an improvement within a few 
weeks but if the problem 
persists it may be due to 


another type of damp. 

“If you require further 
advice on damp or housing 
conditions please contact the 
domestic team, environ¬ 
mental services, at the 
council who will try to assist 
you.”

Jilted man told 
to steer clear 
of ex-girlfriend 


A 21-YEAR-OLD man has been 
handed a restraining order after 
harassing his ex-girlfriend with 
phone calls and texts. 

Ryan Scott bombarded his girlfriend of 
two years with almost 100 telephone calls 
and texts after she split up with him. 

Magistrates heard that things were at 
first “amicable” between them after the 
split in August.

Yetunde Fawehinmi, prosecuting, said: 
“He made contact with her on Facebook 
on September 16 and started to question 
her about a lot of things. 

“He was asking her why she was 
ignoring him and why she didn’t want to 
take him back.” 

She then blocked Scott on the social 
networking site but he started inundating 
her with texts. 

Mrs Fawehinmi said: “He then started 
to text her and call her and even though 
she ignored each time, he persisted. 

“On one day alone, she had 29 missed 
calls and over a nine-day period, he tried 
to contact her around 100 times. 

“Feeling harassed, intimidated and

scared, she contacted the police.” 

Scott pleaded guilty at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court to a charge of harassment without 
violence between September 16 and 25. 

Michael ludkins, mitigating, said: “My 
client was in a relationship with the victim 
for two years. 

“In September she called him to say she 
had been seeing the new man, who is a 
mutual friend, since April. 

“He was annoyed and upset to discover 
she had been cheating on him. He was 
clearly persistent but was not threatening 
at any time.” 

Magistrates placed a 12-month rest¬ 
raining order on Scott preventing him 
from directly or indirectly contacting his 
ex-girlfriend. 

He was also fined £120 and ordered to 
pay £85 court costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge. 

Sue Thompson, presiding magistrate, 
said: “This was clearly a very distressing 
situation for your ex-girlfriend and 
something we take very seriously.”

Charity gets £9k boost 


A CHARITY fundraiser was moved to 
tears after discovering a junior 
school had raised more than £9,000 
for her organisation. 

The King’s Junior School in Ely 
chose East Anglia’s Children’s 
Hospices (EACH) as their dedicated 
charity for 2009/10. 

Over the past 12 months, the 
school’s 350 girls and boys have 
been raising cash for the charity and 
at their school service in Ely 
Cathedral last Thursday, announced 
a total of £9,402.11. 

Nicky Jackson, community 
fundraiser for the hospice at Milton, 


was overwhelmed with the amount. 

She said: “I hadn’t been told the 
final amount the school had raised 
and I was overwhelmed when I saw 
the cheque. As far as I know it’s the 
largest sum the charity has 
received from a school. We are so 
grateful.” 

Katie Pearce, a Year Three 
teacher and charities co-ordinator, 
worked with the children, staff and 
parents who supported numerous 
cake sales, non-uniform days and a 
dog show. 

Pupils and staff also took part in 
their own Santa run last Christmas. 


PARENTS are furious after 
discovering teenagers are to be 
banned from playing ball 
games on a residential play 
area. 

Only children under the age of 13 
will be allowed to play football, cricket 
and other ball games on Guntons 
Close play area in Soham. 

Town councillors are placing a 
restriction on the park prohibiting 
anyone aged 13 and over from playing 
bail games. 

The move, after “constant” com¬ 
plaints, has angered other residents, 
who have blasted it as “over the top”. 

A mother-of-three, who did not 
want to be named, said: “Two of my 
children are over the age of 13 and I 
think it’s ridiculous. How can you stop 
teenagers from playing everyday 
games like football and rugby? 

“That’s what play areas are for - to 
let off steam outdoors and socialise 
with Mends. By doing this, the council 
is just encouraging teenagers to do 
other things such as smoke and drink.” 

Another resident who contacted the 
Weekly News said: “My sons are 14 and 
16 and love having a kick-about out on 
the green. To stop them from doing 
this is pathetic and over the top.” 

“It seems all we do these days is take 
more and more away from our young 
people.” 

A resident who requested the 
restriction originally asked Soham 
Town Council to erect a sign to 
prohibit the playing of all ball games 
on the play area. 

However, a spokeswoman for the 
authority said: “Our committee 
thought banning all ball games was 
not appropriate. 

“This resident has complained to us 
constantly about young people 
causing havoc by playing ball games 
and we have to listen to the people we 
represent. 

“The committee has now decided to 
erect a sign prohibiting people aged 13 
and over from playing ball games on 
the park.”

Rolf celebrates a life 
in art at gallery show

A CAMBRIDGE art 
gallery will play host to a 
brand new collection of 
original paintings by 
artist and entertainer 
Rolf Harris, who will be 
unveiling his work in 
person this weekend. 

A Life In Art celebrates 
Rolfs contribution to the 
world of art, which has 
spanned over half a century, 
and also mark’s the artist’s 
80th birthday. The exhibition is 
currently touring the country 
and on Saturday his collection 
of limited editions, lithographs 
and sculptures, plus a new 
book on art, will arrive at 
Artique in Bridge Street, 
Cambridge. 

One of Britain’s most 
enduringly popular 
entertainers, Rolf has nurtured 
a lifelong interest in art and 
sailed to England in 1952 with 
dreams of becoming a famous 
portrait painter like his 
grandfather. 

At the age of 14, Rolf 
became the youngest artist to 
have a self portrait exhibited in 
Australia’s prestigious 
Archibald Prize and later 
studied at London’s City and 
Guilds Art School.

areas of entertainment, 
including working with The 
Beatles and gracing the stage 
at Glastonbury, and many of us 
have grown up watching him 
wobble his wobble board and 
talk to animals and their 
owners on TV’s Animal 
Hospital. Yet art has remained 
a large part of his life. 

Rolf’s early television 
appearances saw him drawing 
pictures on BBC TV’s Jigsaw 
and Whirligig and led to more 
successful children’s TV series’ 


in the 60s, including Hi There , 
Hey Presto, it’s Rolf and later 
the Rolf Harris Show. The 
programme, which made use of 
his catchphrase “Can you tell 
what it is yet?”, was a regular 
until the early 80s. 

More recently, to celebrate 
the 80th birthday of The 
Queen in 2006, Rolf painted 
the royal portrait for a BBC 
One programme. The painting 
was unveiled in December 
2005 at The Queen’s Gallery, 
Buckingham Palace and was 


on display throughout 2006. 

Later, in his Rolf on Art 
Series, he looked at the work of 
the great masters and Rolf On 
Art: The Big Event saw him 
join forces with the public to 
recreate Constable’s Haywain 
on a giant scale in Trafalgar 
Square.

The big film 


THE SOCIAL NETWORK 
certificate 12A 120m 

ON July 21 this year, social 
networking site Facebook 
proudly welcomed its 500 
millionth user to the online fold. 
It’s a mind-boggling statistic, 
even more so when you 
consider that seven years ago, 
no-one had heard of the site. 

In less than a decade, an idea 
born in the hallowed corridors of 
Harvard University has quite 
literally taken over the world and 
changed the way we 
communicate. 

Like all good ideas, the site has 
made its creators very wealthy 
but as Ben Mezrich’s book The 
Accidental Billionaires 
chronicled, the turbulent history 
of Facebook led to not just one 
but two lawsuits. 

Working from a screenplay by 
Aaron Sorkin, David Fincher 
employs a fractured chronology 
to dissect the jealousy and 
betrayal which underpinned the 
success of the site. 

The Social Network opens by 
introducing central protagonist 
Mark Zuckerberg (Jesse 
Eisenberg), a computer nerd 
whose lack of social skills 
become apparent as he is 





deservedly dumped by his 
girlfriend (Rooney Mara). 

In revenge, Mark spews bile in 
an online blog then creates a 
crude website called facemash. 
com, which racks up “22,000 
hits in two hours” and brings the 
nerd to the attention of Divya 
Narendra (Max Minghella) and 
Winklevoss twins (Armie 
Hammer), who want Mark to 
program their internal social 
networking site called 
HarvardConnection. 

Soon after, Mark approaches 
friends Eduardo Saverin 
(Andrew Garfield), Dustin 
Moskovitz (Joseph Mazzello) 
and Chris Hughes (Patrick 
Mapel) with an almost identical 
idea. 

The whole campus excitedly 
logs on and the friends expand 


to Stanford and eventually 
across the Atlantic, before Sean 
Parker (Justin Timberlake), the 
entrepreneur behind Napster, 
becomes involved and offers 
Mark his advice. 

The Social Network is technically 
flawless, powered by Fincher’s 
dazzling direction including a 
bravura rowing sequence at 
Henley Regatta set to a 
reworking of Grieg’s In The Hall 
Of The Mountain King. 

Sorkin’s screenplay is equally 
polished - so much so that 
characters speak without 
hesitation or pause for thought, 
which strains credibility, even at 
one of America’s most revered 
seats of learning. 

Eisenberg’s compelling, one- 
note performance fails to reveal 
any chinks of humanity beneath 
Zuckerberg’s thick skin. 

Indeed, to the final frame, the 
character is an emotionally cold 
and unsympathetic loner, which 
leaves us with no-one to root for 
as the legal battle turns nasty. 
Garfield is much more likeable 
and when he vows revenge 
against Mark, seething, “I’m not 
coming back for 30 per cent, I’m 
coming back for everything,” it’s 
the closest we come to a rush of 
adrenaline.

Creating a natural 
look with your bulbs 



BEAUTIFUL: snowdrops are among the bulbs that can 
help create a natural and welcoming look for your 
garden in spring. 


I f you’ve ever walked 
through a sea of 
bluebells in the woods 
in spring, or wondered at 
the beauty of an endless 
carpet of snowdrops under 
trees or drifts of purple 
crocuses peeping through 
the grass, you’ll realise the 
value of naturalising bulbs. 

Natural drifts of flowering 
bulbs are one of the most 
welcoming sights of spring, 
whether in dappled shade or in 
large stretches of lawn where they 
appear in their full glory in the 
brilliant sunshine. 

In meadows, camassias and 
fritillaries poke their heads out 
beyond longer grass, while later in 
the year autumn crocus bloom 
under trees when everything else 
has faded. 

Some gardeners choose to plant 
narcissi in their lawns to add a 
splash of colourful contrast in the 
spring sunshine and there are 
many varieties which are ideal for 
this job, including the dwarf types 
N. ‘Hawera’ and ‘Tete a Tete\ 

You can naturalise bulbs even if 
you don’t have a big garden. Some

bulbs will do well under the 
canopy of a mature shrub or even 
at the foot of a hedge or wall, but 
if you want a wildflower look 
choose bulbs with small, delicate- 
looking flowers, avoiding big, 
bold, brash double-flowered 
daffodils or anything that would 
look better in a more manicured, 
orderly garden. 

For a natural look, plant bulbs 
in random clumps and space them 
irregularly over the planting area, 
sticking to one type if you want 
drifts to maximise the effect. 
Avoid a geometric pattern at all 
costs. The traditional way is to 
drop a handful of bulbs on the 
ground and plant them where they 
fall. 

To naturalise bulbs in grass, 
remember that you will need to 


wait at least six weeks after the 
last flowers have faded before 
cutting the grass, to allow the 
leaves to produce the food for the 
developing bulbs below ground, 
which will provide next year’s 
display. 

Plant the bulbs in an area where 
you’ll be happy to leave the grass 
long for a few weeks while the 
leaves die down naturally. 

When planting in grass, lift 
squares of turf with a spade, 
cutting around the turves to the 
required depth and then folding 
them back after planting and 
firming them down. 

As a rule, bulbs need to be 
planted at least three times the 
depth of the bulb and spaced at 
least twice its diameter, as they 
need space to multiply without 
becoming overcrowded. 

Planting a few clumps close to 
each other and scattering others a 
short way from the main colony 
will create a natural effect. If the 
grass is thin and the ground soft, 
you can use a bulb planter 
although I find these quite hard 
work if you are planting a lot of 
bulbs. 

Good specimens for 
naturalising in grass include 
crocus, narcissi, muscari, 


camassia, erythronium, 
snowdrops, scilla and 
omithogalum. Those which can do 
well under trees include Anemone 
blanda, winter aconite (eranthis), 
Chionodoxa luciliae and trillium. 

Most tulips don’t look their best 
naturalised in grass. Taller single 
varieties may look stunning for 
just one season but may need to be 
lifted and many will need 
replacing every year. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Storing apples and pears 

Early apples and pears are best 
picked straight from the tree and 
eaten immediately as they don’t 
keep well, while mid-season 
varieties rapidly lose flavour and 
texture so are again best eaten 
straight after picking. Only late 
varieties, harvested in October 
before the first frost, such as 
‘Sturmer Pippin’, ‘Newton 
Wonder’ and ‘Ashmead’s Kernel’, 
can last throughout the winter 
months. 

The secret is to pick the fruit at 
the right time. Fruit is ripe when it 
comes away from the branch if 
twisted slightly. Pears shrivel 
when picked too early, and 
become woolly when picked too 


late. 

Pick apples and pears carefully 
to avoid bruising them, otherwise 
they won’t keep, and always 
harvest them in dry weather, 
picking all the fruits before the 
first frosts. 

Examine apples carefully and 
put aside any damaged fruits for 
stewing, as they won’t keep. The 
room where you store your apples 
should have a low, even 
temperature, good ventilation and 
a moist atmosphere. Cellars are 
better than attics, where 


temperatures vary and the 
atmosphere is drier. 

Ideally, place apples in a 
cardboard tray lined with a sheet 
of newspaper, making sure they 
do not touch. Put them in a well- 
ventilated sheltered place for a 
few days so the fruit can dry out, 
then move them to their storage 
place. Check them regularly and 
remove any that are beginning to 
rot. Containers should allow air to 
circulate, so stacking crates, 
slatted wooden shelves or 
polystyrene trays are suitable.
